Request Is Too Modest 


of Chief Constable Regi- 
nald Jennings for 35 more policemen, two 
more prowler cars and 27 additional police 
call boxes does not appear to be sufficient 
to give Edmonton the kind of police pro- 
tection this fast-growing community re- 
quires under boom conditions, 

At present, Edmonton has a force of 
163 men. But since 10 of these are used 
as substitutes for holidays and sick 
leaves, the effective permanent force is 
153 men, 

This means that, at present, Edmon- 
ton has one constable for every 973 of 
population. 

Chief Jennings proposes that 35 more 
men be added to the force. But he explains 
that, since the 40-hour week is in effect, 
tnis amounts to no more than an increase 
of 23 men. 

This would give Edmonton a total ef- 
fective force of 176 men or one constable 
to every 846 of population. 

As The Edmonton Bulletin has pointed 
out many times, Edmonton, in peaceful and 
law-abiding 1920, had a population of 
61,045 and 80 policemen which was one 
constable for every 763 of population. 

Actually, then, Chief Jennings’ pro- 
posed increase to the force does not bring 
that body up to the comparative numerical 
strength of the year 1920 when there were 
about one-sixth as many cars and trucks as 
there are today and when the crime rate 
was about half what it is now. 

One might say, with some reason, that 
the head of the police department should 
know best to what extent his force should 


be augmented. 


Federal Governmen 


The consent of the federal government 
to the relocation of the new 54.500,000 
federal building on 98 avenue to make way 
for the proposed Miracle Mile is of double 
significance. 

In the first place it implies approval of 
the city’s plan to create a government 
centre between 107 and 108 streets east of 
the provincia] administration building. 

This plan would group as mahy as pos- 
sible of the government buildings in one 
landscaped area. It would secure both 
beauty and utility. 


But there is strong reason to suspect 
that Chief Jennings is asking, not for the 
increase he actually should have, but for 
the increase he is likely to get. 


In the view of many citizens whose prop- 
erty is jeopardized by inadequate police 
protection, the strength of the force 
should be made at least commensurate 
with that of 1920. 

There are those who argue that since 
police forces have been mechanized, a 
smaller number of constables is required. 
They forget that crime is also mechanized 
and that, for this reason and other socio- 
logical reasons, the pressure of organized 
crime is much greater than it ever was 
before. 


The demands of traffic control are also 
infinitely greater than they were even 10 
years ago. As a result and because the po- 
lice strength is inadequate and will still he 
inadequate under the increases proposed 
by the chief constable, the traffic law is not 
enforced. 


A little band of outlaw motorists runs 
through stop lights, fails to stop at inter- 
sections for pedestrians and otherwise 
adds to the danger of traffic and there 
are not enough constables on the force to 
check up on them. 


This is a numerical deficiency that can 
be calculated in terms of human life. 


If a larger police force will stop these 
things and give real police protection, the 
estimated extra expenditure of $50,000 
a year or $100,000 a year would be <he 
best investment Edmonton could make. 


t in Accord 


In the second place, the federal gov- 
ernment’s consent to this relocation is an 
implied recognition of the importance to 
Edmonton of the Detwiler project. 

Obviously Ottawa would not agree to 
a change in plans unless that change was 
impelled by a project of considerable value 
and importance to the city. 

The federal government, therefore, ap- 
pears to be in accord with the city council 
that the Miracle Mile project is in the best 
interests of Edmonton. 


Mean Reflection Against Teachers 


The protest of President James L. 
Morrill of the University of Minnesota 
against the current demand to have college 
professors take special oaths denying dis- 
loyalty is a protest that is long overdue 

This ridiculous and unfair demand, 
made in the spirit of the ancient witch- 
hunt, has appeared in a good many univer- 
sities throughout the United States and 
recently came to a climax in California 
where certain self-respecting members of 
the faculty refused flatly to take any such 
oath and were threatened with dismissal 
as a result. 

The panicky persons who are promot- 
ing this inquisition take the stand that it 
is much more dangerous for teachers and 
professors to be Communists than it is for 
anyone else because teachers and profes- 
sors exercise such a tremendous influence 
on young minds in the formative and indis- 
criminative stage. 

That is probably true. And if a teacher 
or professor is found to be a Communist, 
common sense would dictate his immediate

730-Point Jackpot

Some deceptive plays cannot cost 
anything and may gain quite a good 
deal. Here is an example of such 
a play, taken from a recent team- 
of-four match. 

In the first room, when the six 
of hearts was led, East played the 
ace of hearts, winning the first 
trick, He then returned the queen 
of hearts, and South allowed him 
to win. East continued with his 
last heart, and South won with 
the king of hearts. 

Declarer then went after the 
diamonds, losing to East's king. 
At this point East could not return 
a heart and therefore had to give) 
he lead back to declarer. De- 
clarer easily made the rest, ful- 
filling his contract with an extra 
trick. 

When the hand was played at 
the other table, Larceny Lou held 
the East cards. Instead of playing 
the ace of hearts on the opening 
lead, Lou's first play was the 
queen of hearts.
